Poland has let out feelers to France for an al­ 
liance. On August 25, the Polish ambassador to 
France, Stanislaw Gajewski, handed a note to 
Guerin de Beaumont, at the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs of France, which contained these para­ 
graphs : 
“ . . . With a view’ to strengthening the secur­ 
ity of Poland and France, as well as the general 
security of Europe, the Government of the Polish 
People’s Republic proposes to the French Gove- 
ernment the signing of a pact of friendship and 
mutual assistance and the opening of detailed 
talks on this subject at the earliest date. 
“The signing of a pact of friendship and mu­ 
tual assistance between Poland and France would 
constitute a contribution to the all-European sys­ 
tem of collective security, whose principles (re­ 
cently) have been given in the proposals of the 
Soviet Government on Feb. 10, 1954, and in a 
note on July 14, 1954. By strengthening collective 
security in Europe the Polish-French pact of 
friendship and mutual assistance would be in 
compliance with the principles of general secur­ 
ity, as well as the basic ideology of the UN Char­ 
ter.” 
Poland’s proposal is specifically stated in the 
note: 
“A—Not to take part in any coalitions, and 
not to sign any agreements which would be aimed 
against one of the signatories; 
“B—To consult each other every time an at­ 
tack threatens from the revanchist forces of Ger-

Something unbelievably 
absurd—the dragging of France into a policy of 
war against Eastern Europe, in alliance with Hit­ 
lerite generals who a dozen years ago subdued 
Warsaw and Paris.”

M INERALS IN YOUR DIET 
One of the essential food elements which we 
are likely to overlook, even while we are making 
sure our vitamin intake is sufficient, is minerals. 
Minerals come only from the earth and the richer 
in minerals the soil is in which foods are grown 
the higher will be our mineral intake from foods. 
For example, the famous blue grass of Kentucky 
is rich in minerals because of Kentucky’s mineral 
rich soil. That is why race horses are bred in 
Kentucky or sent there to feed. 
Unfortunately we take little pains to replace 
minerals used from the soil and further, in our 
refining processes, we remove minerals from many 
foods, usually without restoring them and then 
have to depend on capsules from the drugstore 
to take their place. 
Let us look at three of the more important 
minerals — calcium, phosphorus and iron — al­ 
though there are many others used by the human 
body — sulfur, sodium chloride (salt, potassium, 
iodine, magnesium, maganese, zinc, fluorine, alu­ 
minum). 
Calcium, which builds bones and teeth, regu­ 
lates heart rhythm, helps blood to clot, prevents 
softening of bones, has been found to be used in 
insufficient amounts by the great majority. Foods 
rich in calcium are milk, yellow cheeses. Adults 
require about one gram daily, growing children 
about m grams. A quart of milk supplies one 
gram as do 4 to 6 ounces of yellow cheese. 
Phosphorus also helps build bones and teeth, 
is important in brain function, nerve and muscle 
activity and in using vitamins; absolutely neces­ 
sary to enable calcium to operate properly. Its 
best sources are meat and poultry, eggs, yellow 
cheeses. It is required in slightly higher amounts 
than calcium. It is thought to be a wise precau­ 
tion to increase the intake of dairy foods to 
overcome this all-too-common calcium and phos­ 
phorus deficiency. 
Then there is iron which is vitally important 
to the formation of the blood and in carrying oxy­ 
gen in the blood. Its best sources from food are 
pork liver, beef liver, many other kinds of liver; 
apricots, eggs, oysters; other organ meats such 
as heart, sweetbreads.* 
Other good dietary sources of minerals are 
wheat germ, lean beef, whole grains, nuts. 
We should not forget that if we are living in 
a section of the country where the soil is poor 
in iodine, it would be wise to make sure that the 
salt we buy is iodized or that we take a mineral 
supplement containing iodine.

Washington, Sept. 21 — How 
the United States almost lost the 
hydrogen bomb and how Soviet 
Russia might have been way 
ahead today in the production of 
superbombs if it were not for 
the determination of Dr. Edwin 
Teller, the noted scientist, is told 
in a new book which tells also 
how important it is for the 
chairman of a Senate Committee 
not to be denied important infor­ 
mation, even of a secret charac­ 
ter, by an executive agency of 
the government. 
James R. Shepley, head of the 
Washington 
Bureau 
of 
Time 
magazine, and his associate in 
the bureau, Clay Blair, Jr., have 
revealed much unpublished data 
in their book which has just 
been published in part a copy­ 
righted article in U. S. News & 
World Report, with the permis­ 
sion of the book publishers, The 
David McKay Co., of New York. 
For the first time the detailed 
narrative of how J. Robert Op- 
penheimer 
sought 
by 
various 
moves to stop the building of the 
H-bomb is set forth, together 
with the dramatic facts concern­ 
ing the heroic part played in 
that struggle behind the scenes 
by the late Senator Brien Mc­ 
Mahon, Democrat, chairman of 
the Joint Congressional Commit­ 
tee on Atomic Energy. 
Indeed if it had not been for 
Senator McMahon’s defiance of 
the obstructive tactics encoun­ 
tered among the scientists work­ 
ing for the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission and particularly those of 
Dr. Oppenheimer, who had a 
tremendous influence over his 
fellow scientists, it is doubtful 
whether as much progress with 
the superbombs would have been 
made in a critical period in 
American history.

Teller, now known as the father 
of the H-Bomb, was the key man 
on whom Senator McMahon and 
Lewis Strauss, now chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
but then in the minority on the 
commission, depended for scien­ 
tific advice.

AS PEGLER SEES IT

New York, Sept. 20—I have 
proved that Frank’in D. Roose­ 
velt was intimate with Colonel 
E. M. House, the revolutionary 
king-maker of the Wilson and 
Roosevelt 
administrations 
who 
wrote a prophetic novel called 
“Philip Dru: Administrator” in 
1911, published it in 1912, the 
year Wilson was first elected, 
and later tried to disown author­ 
ship. 
Roosevelt’s own writings reflect 
much of the dictatorial scheme 
and reasoning which House ex­ 
pressed in the mind of his ficti­ 
tious West Point revolutionary, 
Dru. And George Sylvester Vie- 
reck, a fighting opponent of our 
fateful if not fatal intrusion into 
the wars of Europe, who ghosted 
a good deal of writing for House, 
has added two important items 
akin to accusations. 
He says Roosevelt made his 
dramatic flight to the 1932 con­ 
vention in Chicago to accept his 
first nomination on the advice of 
House 
and, 
soon 
afterward, 
sailed up New England waters 
with two of his sons to call on 
House and consult him. The lat­ 
ter incident is confirmed by cur­ 
rent newspaper clippings and the 
recollection of individuals. 
At 
any rate, Roosevelt was close to 
House and it is a fact, demon­ 
strable by deadly parallels, that 
Roosevelt cribbed much of his 
revolutionary, anti-constitutional 
program from 
this Actionized 
scheme hatched in the brain of 
a mysterious adventurer with 
no credentials from any electoral 
constituency, even as small as 
a precinct. I shall develop these 
parallels in a separate essay. 
They confirm the observation 
of one of the greatest living 
figures in the period of the three 
world wars, that Woodrow Wil­ 
son largely resisted House and 
tried to remain a constitutional 
Democrat. 
FDR on the other 
hand, recklessly cribbed 
from 
House’s plot, even unto civil dis­ 
orders disguised as labor “dis­ 
turbances.” 
The CIO riots of the period 
were, in Roosevelt’s own words 
at. the time of the Inglewood 
brawls, a violent insurrection 
against the government. There is 
evidence that the Russion gov­ 
ernment 
provided 
millions 
of 
dollars through a great bank in 
New York to foment these trou­ 
bles and bring the CIO into sub­ 
stantial being. 
I have briefly reported that 
on Jan. 7, 1933. less than two 
months before Roosevelt took 
the oath with his hypocritical 
crack 
about 
money-changers, 
House published in Liberty mag­ 
azine an article entertaining the 
idea of a dictatorship in the 
United States. At that time, the 


connection 
between 
Roosevelt 
and House was known to but 
few of us. Dictatorship was less 
realistic and fearsome than it 
has come to be since. Viereck 
says he ghosted House’s piece 
about 
dictatorship 
and 
knew 
what House had in his mind. 
However, it were better to let 
the article speak for itself, re­ 
membering, 
for 
irony, 
that 
Roosevelt later had Viereck sent 
to prison for opposing his design 
of sending this great country 
to war to save Soviet Russia 
from her western enemy. Some 
may object that although this 
was the effect of Roosevelt's 
course, it was not his purpose. 
Be that as it may------- 
In Liberty for March 7, 1933, 
House began by admitting that 
he wrote “Philip Dru,” wherein 
he “anticipated Mussolini by a 
number of years.” 
In the ensuing passages he al­ 
ternately toyed with dictator­ 
ship and pulled the rug from 
under himself. The result was 
that he got across his proposals 
and escaped political responsi­ 
bility for them. That is Viereck’s 
opinion, 
and 
the 
clever text 
bears him out. The style is akin 
to much of Eleanor Roosevelt’s 
in her column and magazine 
features in the years since. 
“It is all very well to outline 
a dictatorship as was done in 
‘Philip Dru’,” Viereck wrote for 
House, “for conditions can be 
made 
to 
meet 
requirements, 
with the result that the over­ 
throw of the government seems 
worth while.” 
I underline the fact that this 
thought comes from a man who 
was Roosevelt’s principal politi­ 
cal adviser in that first adminis­ 
tration and laid down the mas­ 
ter plan for his whole regime. 
“But,” House continued, “when 
illegal means displace law and 
order, even temporarily, there is 
no telling what the end will be. 
If all goes well it may turn out 
as it did in ‘Philip Dru’ cr, in a

Manley was in Washington. He 
insisted that Teller drop his plan 
to see McMahon.

ments. To say that the chairman 
of the Senate Committee charged

“watchdog” 
function 
by 
Congress 
itself must 
dis­ 
courage all contacts with em­ 
ployes 
except 
t h r o u g h 
the 
regular channels of their su­ 
periors is to say that the system 
of checks and balances in the 
United States government which 
saved America from possible de­ 
struction from the H-bomb in 
the hands of Soviet Russia shall 
not function hereafter. 
The McMahon-Teller relation­ 
ship is the most convincing re­ 
buttal that could be revealed at 
this time to those who argue, in 
effect, that the Congress is a 
secondary or subordinate institu­ 
tion and not a coordinate or 
equal part of the United States 
government. 
On the record as revealed, did 
Senator McMahon “encroach” on 
the executive branch, or did he 
invite cooperation from execu­ 
tive employes?

limited way, as it has turned out 
in Italy.”

No, Dr. Brown finds, for if 
th e crabs are kep t in a p h oto­ 
grap h ic 
dark 
room, 
u nder 
a 
steady am ou nt of ligh t and tem ­ 
p eratu re, th ey will still ch ange 
color at dawn and du sk, telling 
lime as well as a man-made 
clock. 
Th e crabs resp ond to tides, 
100, tu rning darkest at low tide. 
Ev en in th e closed room th ey 
will ch ange color according to 
actu al h igh and low tides on th e 
beach es wh ere th ey once liv ed. 
Th ey are p erfect tide ch arts. 
FIDDLER CRABS from two 
different 
beach es,

Public Assistance 
Report Received 
On County Survey 


Edward 
E. 
Murray , 
Ulster 
county commissioner of public 
welfare, has received a copy of 
a report of the public assistance 
eligibility survey conducted by 
the New York State Department 
of Social Welfare last May . This 
survey was conducted in the 
Ulster county agency by a “ spot 
checking” of a large number of 
cases to ascertain whether elig­ 
ibility for the assistance granted 
was established in accordance 
with the State Social Welfare 
Law, the rules of the State 
Board of Social Welfare, the 
regulations of the State Depart­ 
ment of Social Welfare and the 
policies and procedures of the 
Ulster County Department of 
Public Welfare. 
Special emphasis was given in 
this survey to agency documen­ 
tation of initial and continuing 
client eligibility . 
IN A LETTER accompany ing 
the report, R. B. Guild, area di­ 
rector, states “ we are pleased to 
report that y our staff’s work 
demonstrated a good knowledge 
of the basic policies and prac­ 
tices 
governing 
public 
assist­ 
ance administration.” 
“ We wish to commend y ou 
on the success of y our agency ’s 
conscientious efforts to serve the 
client and the community as 
efficiently as possible. 
The sur­ 
vey findings indicate that eligi­ 
bility was satisfactorily docu­ 
mented in a majority of the 
cases reviewed,” continues the 
letter. 
It 
was 
recommended 
that 
there was need for more ade­ 
quate quarters for the case staff. 
A copy of the report will be 
submitted to the Ulster county 
board of supervisors, together 
with the letter of commendation 
sent to Commissioner Murray . 
In conclusion the letter states, 
“ we wish to ex press our appre­ 
ciation for the cooperation and 
helpfulness given our staff dur­ 
ing the survey .” 
AMONG 
THE 
COMMENTS 
made in the report is that the 
quarters for the case staff is 
inadequate 
with 
the 
six teen 
case workers corded into one 
large room. 
It also notes that 
“ staff turnover in this agency 
has been high. 
By the agency ’s 
own figures, there have been 8 
resignations and 9 appointments 
within its case work staff of 
six teen since January 1952.” 
During the survey 87 cases 
receiving 
public 
assistance 
were reviewed, including 40 Old 
Age Assistance, 3 Assistance to 
the Blind, 12 Aid to Dependent 
Children, 18 Aid to the Disabled 
and 14 Home Relief cases. One- 
half of these cases had been 
opened or reopened during the 
review period and the other 
half was active for more than a 
y ear. 
THE 
DEPARTMENT 
was 
commended for its high level of 
work, a higher level than in 
many other counties 
of the 
state. 
The following 
recommenda­ 
tions are made: 
The agency should continue 
to 
effect 
closer 
coordination 
within 
its 
various 
divisions. 
With 
the 
ever-growing 
com­ 
plex ity of public assistance re­ 
quirements, such coordination is 
needed now more than ever be­ 
fore. 
Regularly 
scheduled 
a n d 
.planned staff meetings should 
be held for all agency levels: 
the entire agency staff, one or 
more divisions, the public as­ 
sistance staff. 
Such meetings 
could be utilized for administra­ 
tive, supervisory , training and 
other 
purposes. 
The 
agency 
should develop a program of 
in-service training in public as­ 
sistance. Staff participation in 
developing 
such 
a 
program 
should be encouraged as much 
as possible. 
AN AGENCY public assistance 
manual is needed to incorpor­ 
ate all memoranda and instruc­ 
tions to staff and to define lo­ 
cal policies and procedures not 
found 
in 
the 
administrative 
plan. 
It would be helpful if the 
Senior 
Case 
Workers 
were 
trained for and assigned the 
regular supervision of a small 
group of case workers. Tliis 
would relieve the Case Super­ 
visor of some of his present 
heavy work load and would 
make max imum use of the Sen­ 
ior Case Workers.
